June 6.—The Novoe 
Vremya today discusses quite seriously the 
report that the United States intends to 
cede the Philippines to Japan, and argues 
that the far-seeiiig Yankee. anticipating 
the inevitable future conflict with Japan 
prefers to se]] the islands instead of de- 
fending them, having thereby learned Rus- 
sia's lesson of the present war, namely, 
the difficulty of holding territory so far 
from the base. The paper adds: 

“Europe certainiy was not pleased with 
the exchange of Spanish ‘for American 
domination in the Philippines, vut the lat- 
ter is a thousand times more aereeaple 
than to see Japan installed there, where 
she would be a constant menace to Eu- 
rope’s Asiatic interests. Enzlaod will have 
to look well to her position in Ina, 
France, Indo-China, and «ven Holland te 
Java. The only consolation ts thar the 
cession may keep Japan wuiet for a num- 
ber of years.”’

The bullfight in St. Louis is dead. 


Long rest the bullfight. 

It went down and out Sunday after- 
noon in a remarkable series of dramatic 
and laughable happenings that have not 
oeen equaled in some respects since one- 
nalf of Rome howled for glee while the 
other half burned. 

Eight thousand persons paid $1 each to 
see the bullfight in a brand new big amphi- 
theater upon the hill between the Stadium 
and the Epworth Hotel. The authorities 
stopped ‘the fight even before it began, and | 
the management refused to return the en- 
‘(rance money. This was at ten minutes 
before 5 o'clock. Twenty minutes later the 
crowd, now a mob, began wrecking the 
amusement company's office, and _ there 
was a riot in which windows we 
smashed, in which pistols flashed, and out 
came many a bleeding and brok- 
en head. 

Thirty minutes later the mob had re- 
turned to the big amphitheater, had brought 
in the bulls, taken possession of the bull- 
fighting paraphernalia of the Spanish ma- 
tadors, and was giving a bullfight of its 
own, with three bulls in the ring, a dozen 
American bullfighters bedgering them with 


canes, while the mob, delirious with joy. 
howled like the bander-log and pelted the 
pestered bulls with chairs, bottled soda wat 
ter, Oranges and bananas. 

An hour and 10 minutes after the re- 
fusal to refund the money, the mob freed 
the seven bulls and the eight horses of 
the picadors, sent them scurrying across 
fields out ofgharm’s way, and deliberately 
fired the big amphitheatre, compelling the 
bulifighters, who were eating dinner in 
rooms under the grandstand, to flee for 
their lives, giving the World's Fair special 
fire department the first severe fright it 
has had, and burning to a black round 
scar on the ground one of the biggest 
amphitheater around St. Louis.

As a result of this remarkable debacle, 
the Norris Amusement Co., headed by

Former Husband of Accused Woman 

. Says She Is Incapable of Murder— 
She Is of Prominent and Well- 
Known Eastern Family. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 6.—Whose was the re- 
volver with which “Cesay’ Young was 
killed ?,, 

On the answer to this question depends 
the whole solution of one of the greatest 
mysteries with which the police have ever 
had to deal. The efforts of Assistant 
District Attorney Garyan are devoted 
largely to settling this question, which 
must remain the key to the secret of this 
death of “‘Cesar’’ Young. 

The horseman did not carry a revolver 
and was never known to have had one in 
his possession. So far as can be learned, 
the girl, “Nan” Patterson had never had 
the revolver and would have been afraid 
to use one. 

The revolver with which Young was 
killed, loaded with four cartridges, had 
been carried by some one for at least a 
week. This is shown by the dust of the 
chambers and about the cartridges. This 
disposes of the theory that the revolver 
was bought on Saturday morning by either 
Young ,or the girt. 

Unless some witness can be found who 
can identify the weapon, the secret of the 
turfman'’s death in the hansom cab will 
always remain a mystery. 

The fact that Young was with *“‘Nan”’ 
Patterson for several hours on Friday 
might was developed by the investigation 
of the district attorney's offfice. Young 
left the house of William Luce shortly 
after 9 o'clock with his brother-in-law B. 
S. MoKean, parting from the latter at 
9:3 and returned home at 1 o’clock In 
the morning, having spent the interven- 
ing time, it is said, 

According to William Luce, Young and 
the woman had a violent quarrel Friday 
night, because Young refused to tell her 
the name of the ship on which was 
to safi. It is said she had threatened to 
make a scene on the pier, and: yet this 
very fact is Mkely to be used by the de- 
fense, because there is undoubted proof 
that Young telephoned for the woman to 
meet him Saturday morning to ride down 
town with him. 

It is argued that if the girl had had any 
intention of killing Young she could have 
had no opportunity of carrying it into 
effect after leaving him Friday night, as 
she did not know on what steamer he 
was to sail. On the other hand, the cab- 
man says that a few minutes before the 
shot was fired Young told him to hurry 
as he must reach the pier before 9 o'clock.‘

Brazil at the Fair. 


The Brazilian Review is the only period- 
ical published in English in the United 
States of Brazil, a country of 20,000,000 in- 
habitants and an area almost aqualing that 
of the United States of America.

Such as flour 
are granted the preferential rebate, amount- 
ing to ut 20 per cent on the usual im- 
port duties of this article. Hence, the 
numerous trade relations existing between 
the two countries, and it is unfortunate 
that a wider knowledge of the social, eco- 
nomie and financial conditions of Brazil 
are not better Known in the United States. 
The very exhaustive exhibits of the Brazi!- 
ian government at the St. Louis Fair are 
intended to amplify this want of knowledge 
on the part of Americans generally.

HOW NOMINATIONS ARE MADE 


Willis J. Abbot in the Pilgrim for June. 


W E have a notion in our country 


that nominations are compelled 
by the people. This should be 
true, but it is not. Nominations are not 
made from below up, but from above down. 
The small body of wealthy and prominent 
politicians, usually having their headquar- 
ters at Washington, pass the word to the 
state deadérs, the state leaders pass the 
word to the county committeemen, and they 
in turn to the district commiteemen. The 
effect is that nominations are largely con- 
trolled from a central body. It is true 
that this is not always the fact. It was 
not the fact when Mr. Bryan overthrew 
the Democratic organization at Chicago in 
1896. It will not be the fact in the Re- 
publican convention this year, when Col. 
Roosevelt will unquestionably secure a 
unanimous nomination, although the great 
leaders of his party are notoriously against 
him. In the case of both Mr. Bryan and 
Mr. Roosevelt; the enthusiasm of the 
masses has been so great that the politt- 
clans were compelled to defer to the peo- 
ple whom ordinarily they expect to.control. 
A national convention, as Mr. Bryce says 
in the paragraph quoted above, consists 
of from 900 to 1100 delegates, They are 
elected in different ways. In both the 
Republican and Democratic parties the rule 
is that éach state shall adopt its own sys- 
tem for electing delegates. The ratio of 
representation is two delégates for each 
member of the electoral college and that as 
a@ rule results in making two delegates for 
each congressional district and four dele- 
gates-at-iarge. The latter four represent 


the two senators from the state. In cer- 
tain states the system is that the state 
convention shall elect all the delegates, both 
district and delegates-at-large. In others, 
the district delegates meet at the state con- 
vention, and select their two delegates 
for the national convention, which are ap- 
proved by the state convention. In other 
states the state convention selects four 


delegates-at-large and each congressional 
district convention elects its two delegates. 

The delegates, having been elected to 
either a Republican or Democratic conven- 
tion are called sooner or later to the meet- 
ing place. There are by this time many 
thousands of Americans who are familiar 
with a great national convention. There 
are probably hundreds of thousands who 
have never seen one. Possibly there is no 
other scene so dramatic as this. It has 80 
happened that I have attended many of 
them. I was at the Chicago convention 
where the unwearying and unyielding pha- 
lanx of 306 stood for Gen. Grant. I saw at 
that convention the effort made by Roscoe 
Conkling to pledge every delegate to vote 
for the nominee, and I heard a man from 
West Virginia rise and make a speech, in- 
sisting upon his right of individual judg- 
ment, which brought to their feet thousands 
of men and women in the galleries and on 
the platform, many of whom were advo- 
cates of Grant, but who believed above all, 
as all we Americans believe, in individual 
liberty. Garfield was nominated at that 
convention and elected, as we all know. 
‘hat was one of the dramatic conventions, 
one the story of which is too long to tell 


here.

Can any- 
one doubt that the newspaper reports of 
the strenuous doings of the President's 
daughter in the past, and the head-lined 
announcements of her approaching visit 
to ghe Fair, the detail of special reporters 
to interview her on her arrival and to fol- 
low her everywhere, noting down her ev- 
ery act, word and look, stimulated the 
curiosity of the thonghtless multitudes to 
transgress good mafhners in the effort to 
get a sight of her? 

There is another matter wherein the press 
of the city is justly liable to censure. For 
a number of days the columns of the daily 
papers have teemed with announcements of 
“a real bullfight,’ to be exhibited Sunday. 
I take three daily papers—including the 
Post-Dispatch, of course~and have not 
seen one line of editorial condemnation 
of the proposed infamy in either of them. It 
remained for the ministers—al] honor to 
them-—to take decided steps to prevent the 
brutal exhibition. Why has not the Post- 
Dispatch brought to bear its powerful influ- 
ence in behalf of decency and humanity in 
this matter? 

Itwnay be that with the newspaper man’s 
usual perspicacity you foresaw that the 
much-heralded “‘bullfight” was to be a very 
tame wrestling match, as in some former 
instances of the kind, but even then your 
case is scarcely bettered, for you are al- 
lowing the public to be deceived.

nature.” It is a convenient excuse for a 
vast amount of vulgar Sensationalism (I 
do not mean to say on the part of the 
Post-Dispatch) to say, “Weil, we are ouly 
showing society as it is.” The duty cf 
selection of news and proper manner of 
treatment cannot be thus evaded by a 
journalist who cares anything for aon- 
esty or. for ethics in ‘general. 

The newspapers of St. Louis would coin- 
mand more respect if, right in the begin- 
ning, they told the public where the ile 
lay between civility and cheap vuigarity, 
instead of “playing up” the vulgarity in 
their news columns as if it were the 
proper* thing.

CE-MAKING EXHIBIT 


Former Chief of Refrigeration Bu- 
reau Tells History of Ice Mo- 
nopoly at Fair. 


— | 


PRICE OF SUPPLY IS RAISED 


Eight Big Companies Had Promised to 
Exhibit When the Change of 
Plans Was Announced. 


How the ice concession, which exhibitors 
say is to increase the cost of their ice at 
the World’s Fair, was granted in place of 
an extensive refrigeration exhibdt as orig- 
inally planned, was explained in a discus- 
sion of the matter at the convention of the 
Western Ice Manufacturers’ Association in 
Kansas City in April. Gardner T. Voor- 
hees, former chief of the bureau of re- 
frigeration at the Fair, addressed the as- 
sociation explaining his plans and how they 
were treated. 

As stated exclusively in the Post-Dis- 
patch last Friday, exhibitors have received 
notice that they cannot buy ice hereafter 
from concerns other than the ice conces- 
Sionaire, P. D. C. Ball of St. Louis. They 
say that as a result they are informed that 
the price of ice will increase from 40 cents 
per 100 pounds to a scale from §& to 8 
cents and in larger quantities from $5 per 
ton to from $6 to $10 per ton. 

Before the Western Ice Manufacturers’ 
Association Mr. Voorhees was invited to ex- 
Plain his experience with the Exposition 
management by J. C. Atwood, who was 
chairman of the committee which suggest- 
ed a comprehensive ice exhibit to the Expo- 
sition management. 

This suggestion was approved by the Ex- 
position management in 1900. Manufac- 
turers of ice machinery were to be asked to 
send exhibits to the Fair which shoflld be 
operated by the Exposition management, 
the ice benig sold to comsumers both in- 
side the grounds and out and cool air 
to such buildings as desired it. 

Mr. Voorheen, who is a refrigerating en- 
gineer of recognized ability, explained to 
the association and read papers telling how 
A. L. Shapleigh had been made chairman 
of an Exposition committee on refrigera- 
tion and had undertaken to interest manu- 
facturers. Failing in this the services of 
Mr. Voorhees were secured and he made 
personal visits to manufacturers and se- 
cured exhibits from eight big conceras, the 
Exposition ccmmittee characterizing his 
work as admirable. 

Early in 1903 the plans were completed 
by Mr. Voorhees and approved by the man- 
agement. President Francis then wemt to 
Europe without closing the contracts with 
exhibitors or starting Mr. Voorhees on his 
work. 


Taylor Opposed 
Exhibit Plans. 


While President Francis was gone, Mr. 


Voorhees says, he could accomplish noth- 
ing, because of the opposition of Isaac 8. 
Taylor, director of works, and the build- 
ing and grounds committee. 

At this time, he says, he discovered that 
“strong interests’’ had planned to build 
a ‘ert and get the concession to fur- 
nish all the ice to the Exposition, and 
that a company with this end in view had 
—— incorporated in Delaware in May, 

Mr. Voorhees protested and wrote let- 
ters, but the management argued that 
it must abandon his plans, because it had 
no available funds to carry them out. 
The result of Mr. Voorhees’ protests, 
however, was that President Francis en- 
tered into contracts with exhibitors for 
four machines in June and July. This 
did not’ help Mr. Voorhees and his ex- 
hibit at all. 

Mr. Voorhees says the opposition of 
Mr. Taylor and of Treasurer Thompson 
was so strong that President Francis 
Was between two fires. and that al- 
though the opponents could not sécure a 
vote oO e executive committee 
against the refrigeration exhibit, they 
were able to defeat it by delay. 


President Francis 
Explains Change. 


Lack of funds was given as the rea- 


son for the change of plans, and on 
Jan. 26 Mr. Voorhees resigned. The 
concession for furnishing ice and cooled 
air to the management was then let to 
Mr. Ball. 

President Francis, in accepting Mr. 
Voorhees’ resignation, wrote the follow- 
ing letter: ' , 

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 27, 1904.—Mr. Gardner T. 
Voorhees, Administration Building, St. Louis, Mo.: 
Dear Sir—In accepting your resignation, dated 
Jan, 26th, as chief of the bureau of refrigeration. 
I desire on behalf of the Exposition company to 
state that your connection with the company is 
severed because of the change in the company’s 
plans for a refrigeration exhibit. Instead of hav- 
ing a collective exhibit, conmposed of a number 
of machines of different manufacture of varied 
properties, the management concluded to combine 
in .a commercial agreement, with one manufac- 
turer, the only live reffigerating exhibit. This 
change of plan is attributable to a number of 
causes, but it is not due in any sense to any 
lack of ability on your part as a refrigerating 
engineer. I willingly testify to your qualifica- 
tions as an engineér of refrigeration, and if in 
the future the company should have any need 
of the services of such an official, I know of 
no reason why. the position should not be ten- 
dere] to you. 

You are furthermore authorized to refer to me 
any parties who may desire information concern- 
ing your qualifications as a refrigerating engineer. 
The company’s present arrangement is anch as 
to preclude the maniwfacture of ice or the gene- 
ration of refrigeration within the grounds for 
sale by any party other than the one with whom 
the Exposition company ha# an agreement. as 
stated above; cone*quently I cannot see that the 
Exposl*ion company will have occasion for the 
services of a consulting refrigerating engineer. 
Therefore, the position of honorary or advisory 
refrigerating engineer, which I suggested to yon 
some time ago will not, for the present at least. 
be established. 

In the event the Exposition company should per- 
mit the installation of ice or refrigerating planta 
in the state or foreign buildings. ‘or in any of 
the exhibit palaces for the exclustve nse of the 
parties establishing them, and the director of 
works or the director of exhibits shonld desire 
to avubmit the plans therefore to a refrigerating 
engineer. you will fn all probability he selected, 
providing your services could he promptly secured. 
Srch a course, however, on the part of the Fx. 
position would.be greatly dependent npon the re. 
lationa rou will maintain toward the company. 

The Exposition, availing itself of the option fn 
‘te concession contracts, has notified ita conces- 
sicnares, with possibly one exception. that it 
elects to furnish whatever ice and refrigeration 
ther mar require. Your tru'r.

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FOR AN INVOCATION 


Delay in Arrival of Archbishop Glen- 
non Causes Convention to 
Change Its Program. : 


The second annual meeting of the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of Police 
was called to order in the Hall of Con- 
sresses, adjoining the Fair Administration 
building at 10 o'clock Monday morning. 
About 500 chiefs from nearly every large 
city in the United States were present, in- 
cluding Chief Kiely and Chief Desmond 
and the captains of the St. Louie police 
force. 

After the meeting was called to order 
Mayor Wells, in a short speech, welcomed 
the chiefs to St. Louis and said that the 
people of the city had every reason to con- 
Sraiulate themselves on the ability and 
watchifulness of the local police force. 

Maj. Sylvester thanked Mayor Wells in 
behalf of the chiefs, and said that when a 
boy in St. Louis, he knew-the Mayor's fatn- 
er. 

President William G. Frye of the police 
board delivered a short address of welcome 
to the chiefs, and a recess was taken to 
await the arrival of Archbishop Glennon, 
who was to have delivered the invocation. 
A letter of regret was read by Maj. 
Sylvester from M. Bertillon, and also one 
from Commissioner Sin Cain Hen of Seoul, 
Corea, in which he inclosed five yen for 
his fees. 

The ‘chiefs returned to the Inside Inn for 
lunch and then started for a tour of the 
Pike. All the Pike concessionaires notified 
Chief Kiely, who has charge ofthe en- 
tertainment of the chiefs, that everything 
would be “wide open” for the guests during 
their stay.

OMIRING GUESTS 
“AT ITALY'S PALACE 


Chevalier Zheggio, Ambassador to 
Fair, Entertains Party of 900 
at Opening Exercises. 


Italy's pavilion at the Fair was dedi- 
cated Monday afternoon with a reception, 
to which Commissioner-General Branchi 
and Chevalier Vittorio Zeggio invited sev- 
eral hundred guests. 

The pavilion is located on a small hill, 
just southeast of the Administration 
building. It is of a fancy Graeco-Roman 
type on the style of the villas of the em- 
perors in the Cesarian age. The pavilion 
proper looks out upon a beautiful garden, 
the outer edge of which is adorned with an 
imposing colonnade. 

At each end of the colonnade is a pillar, 
eurmonntet: by a gilded bronze sculptured 
figure of Victory. The bases of the pillars 
are decorated with bas-reliefs. The ‘“Vic- 
tories’ are the work of Bialetti, a notcd 
sculptor. of Milan. One is crowned with the 
Italian laurel... The other holds the olive 
branch of peace. 

The bas-relief have little symbolic fig- 
ures of genii carved in imitation of an an- 
client Italian style. On one pillar the 
genius of Marconi is represented, while on 
the other the enterprise ‘of America is 
portrayed. 

Between these corner pillars are several 
gmalier. pillars, each surmounted with 
flowers. The colonnade is of the Ionic 
style. The staircase leading through the 
colonnade and into the gardens is about 
9 feet wide. The garden is modeled after 
an ancient garden in which the Romans 
grew their laurel. 

Another staircase, 45 feet wide, leads 
from the garden to the main building. 
The building bears the inscription “Ital! 
in golden letters near its roof. It is an- 
nounced that this is to be supplanted soon 
with an inscription of ‘Kind Greetings of 
the Country of Columbus to the Youns 
and Already so Powerful American Na- 
tion.” 

‘Phe front of the building is elaborately 
ornamented with ‘sculptured figures and 
a es yases, and is also embellished with 
two towering poles resting on bronze bases. 
One will fly the Italian emblem and one 
the stars and stripes. Such poles were fre- 
quently used by the Romans on festal oc- 


casions.

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BED A MARTYR 
10 DOG CHARITY 
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Aged Mrs. Heinkel Endured Imprison- 
ment Rather Than Abandon 
Stray Curs. 


Mrs. Mary Heinkel, the best friend that 
stray dogs of St. Louis ever had, is dead. 
Six weeks ago she was struck and run 
over by a wagon driven by John Keim, 
and so badly injured that she never re- 
covered. She died at her home, 2017 South 
Second street, Sunday morning. 

Mrs. Heinkel was 90 years old, and the 
loyal friend of all dogs. Stray canines, of 
any or no breeding—pups, old hounds, de- 
crepit St. Bernards and mangy terriers— 
appealed to her, and she gave them a 
home. 

Neighbors protested, but did not swerve 
her from her dog-charity. They had her 
arrested, and she went to the workhouse 
for her convictions. They poisoned her 
dogs, and she buried them and got others 
in their places. 

Mrs. Heinkel’g love for dogs first became 
a matter of public record two years ago, 
at which time she had about 40 curs ken- 
neled in and around her house. 

Naturally, the 40 curs raised 40 kinds of 
noise at all times of the day and night, 
and this noise bothered everybody excépt 
heir old friend. The howling and yelping 
that drove her neighbors to distraction and 
the law was sweet music to her ears, and 
she deciared that as dogs, since the first 
one found a habitation on earth, had en- 
joyed the privilege of barking and howling, 
they should still have that. privilege as 
far as she could give it to them. 

When the old woman was taken before 
the police court she refused to obey the 
court’s order to get rid of her dogs. and 
Was sent to the workhouse. Her deter- 
mination to stick to her dogs was not 
shaken by the imprisonment, but after she 
had been in the prwon two months her 
health began to fail and she was pardoned 
by the mayor. 

In the meantime her kennel had been 
sadiy depleted, and her canine friends 
vere few to greet her on her return. These 
few found her none the less their friend, 
and to her death she loved and cared for 
them. 

April 27 last, Mrs. Heinkel, while cross-- 
ing the street at Broadway and Carroll 
street, was struck by the wagon driven \by 
Keim. Her injuries would not have been 
serious had she been younger, but her ad- 
vanced age made her recovery impoWsible.

TWINS WIFE 
IS DEAD IN ITALY 


Whither Her Husband Took 
Her for Her Health. 


FLORENCE, Italy, June 6.—Mrs. Samuel 
M. Clemens, the wife of ‘Mark Twain,” 
he American author and lecturer, died of 
gwyncope here yesterday evening. 
Half an hour before her death she had 
conversed cheerfully with her husband. 
The remains will be sent to the United 
States for interment. 


“The best of consorts, the truest of 
friends, the kindest of critics.” 

That was the beautiful tribute to his 
wife publicly paid by Mark Twain at a 
birthday dinner given in his honor at the 
Metropolitan Club in New York, 

With unmistakable depth of feeling 
the great humorist added: 

“Her heart. my heart, our single heart, 

you will find full of love and memory 
for you all. My birthday will be tomor- 
row, and hers, God bless her, was 
Thursday.” 
In proportion to the fame of her hus- 
band, Mrs. Samuel L. Clemens was per- 
haps heard less of than the wife of any 
prominent American of today. Yet not 
only had she individuality and a very 
great personal charm, but she was inti- 
mately identified with every later phase 
of the humorist’s development and life. 
He himself has said that she was his 
constant inspiration. 
Mrs. Clemens was very near death last 
summer. She was stricken with nervous 
rostration while at York Harbor, Me. 
There had been little or mo improvement 
in her condition. and the doctors were fear- 
ful that she might not pull through the 
illness. With infinite tenderness the hu- 
morist watched over her, inspiring hope 
and cheer. He neglected all outside en- 
agements and set aside most of his work 
or her sake.
